Senator Charges 


in Washington. . , 


WASHINGTON, Novy. 
Senator Borah, Idaho's republican in- 
dependent, created a capital stir to- 


day with an election aftermath de- 
mand for an investigation by the 
president or congress of “shameful 
waste” in expenditures of reiief funds. 

Harry L. Hopkins, relief adminis- 
trator, tonigbt promised Senator 
Borah “quick action” if the latter 
would furnish “particulars” to sub- 
stantiate his charges. 

“Everyone wants to see those who 
need relief get relief,” said Borah, 
“but millions never reached those who 
need it. The amount expended before 
it gets to those in need is appalling.” 

Aside from his charge, the _  Ida- 
hoan’s (discussion of his relief ideas 
touched a subject occupying major ad- 

inistration attention. New Deal au- 
horities have indicated that an esti- 
mate of the money needed for relief, 
along with that to be allotted the 
PWA, may be the key to whether new 
taxes will be needed. 

Both Secretary Ickes and Hopkins 
have been endeavoring to draft a 
public works and_ relief program 
which would synchronize administra-

BANKHEAD FAVORS 
1939 COTTON LIMIT 


Senator Lays Demand for 
Big Crop to Washington 
Interests. 


MOULTRIE. Ga., Nov. 9.—())— 
Senator John H. Bankhead, democrat, 
Alabama, today charged exporters, 
theorists and professional economists 
in Washington with creating a de- 
mand for an increase in the 1935 cot- 
ton acreage. 

In an address delivered at the dedi- 
cation of an airport here, the co- 
author of the Bankhead cotton produc- 
tion control act, which limited the 
1934 crop to approximately 10,000,000 
bales, said next year’s acreage should 
be kept within that figure. 

Heard No Demand. 

He said he had heard no demand 
for increased production from _ the 
farmers, and predicted that with sev- 


eral basic changes to the production | 


control plan the farmers would ratify 
the act by the farmer referendum plan- 
ned by the Agriculture Adjustment Ad- 
ministration. 

“I have heard of no demand among 
cotton growers anywhere for an in- 
crease in the acreage planted to cot- 
ton last year,” said the senator. “The 
demand seems to come from exporters 
whose interest is in the quantity more 
than in price, and from theorists and 
professional economists in Washing- 
ton.” 

He declared that if Secretary Wal- 
ace, who has the power to fix the 
basis of allotments under the Bank- 
head act, “abandons the unfortunate 
five-year basis period (average produc- 
tion for 1928 to 1932 inclusive) and

Criticizing reports from Washington 
that the department of agriculture was 
contemplating allowing an increase of 
15 to 20 per cent for next year, he 
said that if such action is taken “‘it 
can be for only one purpose and that 
is to increase the size of the crop and 
thereby reduce the price of cotton.” 

“With reductien in exports the size 
of next year’s crop should .be reduced 
correspondingly.

WY LEE SUCCUMBS 
NHL Y, HOSPITAL 


Public Relations Adviser 
to Rockefeller Was 57 


Years Old. 
Ss on 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—(UP)—Ivy 
Ledbetter Lee. public relations ad- 
viser to Great American Corporations, 
died this afternoon. He was 57. 

Funeral services will be held Mon- 
day at 2 p. m. at the Madison Ave- 


nue Presbyterian church. Dr. George 
A. Butterick will preside. Burial 
service will be private. 

Death was unexpected and came 
as a great shock to his associates. 
Doctors at St. Luke's hospital, where 
the publicist was taken this week, 
said death was due to a brain tumor. 

Lee had been in semi-retirement 
for the last year and a half. 

An expert in mass psychology Lee 
was best known for his relationship 
with the Rockefellers. To him went 
the credit for changing the reputa- 
tion of the elder John D. Rockefeller 
from that of an arch prototype of ma- 
rauding wealth to that of a_ kindly 
old gentleman who posed for newspa- 
per photographers, gave new dimes to’ 
little children, and achieved world 
wide fame as one of the = greatest 
philanthropists of al] time. 

Lee's death came, strangely enough, 
just as he had completed preparations 
for announcement of the passing of 
John D. Rockefeller—an event news- 
pares long have expected because of 
Rockefeller’s great age. 

Great Figure. 

Lee was one of the great figures of 
the age of publicity in which he lived, 
Early in life, as a newspaper reporter, 
he conceived the idea that big business 
best could defend itself from bitter 
attacks of the press by an attitude 
of complete frankness. 

With this formula Lee sold his 
services not only to the Rockefellers 
but to many other corporations and 
unquestionably played a great part 
in the change in the public's attitude 
towards corporations in the decades 
before the great stock market crash 
of 1929. 

Lee was often in nrint himself and 
was dubbed by many critics as a “su- 
per press agent” whose activities were 
designed primarily to deceive rather 
than to enlighten. 

One of the last of many attacks 
upon him as a propagandist came last 
July when he was summoned before 
a congressional committee to explain

Asked if he shared the views of 
some congressional leaders for 
short session of the new congress, the 
resident smiled and told newspaper- 
men he always hoped for that. 

The president said his radio address 
would be another report on the state 
of the Union. There,is a belief by 
some that in this he may discuss in 
detail his ideas for future . unem- 
ployment relief. |

May Buy Surplus.

was no market. 

Proponents of the idea contend that 
if the plan were »roperly administered 
there would be no substantial sur- 
pluses for the government to buy. 
But even if there were, they contend, 
it would be cheaper in the end to 
take care of the unemployed in this 
way than through direct relief. 

In short, they point to the emer- 
gency expenditures of $1,277,000,000 
already this year, and say it would 
be cheaper for the government to sub- 
sidize private industry, if necessary, 
to absorb the unemployed than to 
continue feeding the jobless direct.

League Negotiator Spurs 
Efforts To Halt South 


American Hostility. 


GENEVA, Nov. 9.—(4)—League of 
Nations negotiators made a supreme 
move today to induce Paraguay and 
Bolivia to lay down their arnis and 
halt the hostilities in the Chaco. 

Five nations of the Americas, Ar- 
gentina, Peru, Chile, Venezuela and 
Mexico, under the presidency of Fran- 
cisco Najera of Mexico, addressed 
cablegrams to the belligerent nations 
urging them to cease hostilities. The 
messages emphasized the two nations 
already are seemingly in agreement 
that the cessation of war must be ac- 


companied by international guaran- 
tees that hostilities will not be re- 
newed. 

Identical messages sent to Ramon 
Caballero y Bedoya, of Paraguay, and 
Dr. A. Costa du Rels, of Bolivia, said 
an attempt to avoid resorting to rec- 
ommendations by the assembly is 
founded on the belief a freely nego- 
tiated settlement is preferable to set- 
tlement imposed on the belligerents. 
The report prepared by Ruiz Gyinazu, 
of Argentina, and Dr. Francisco Tu- 
dela, of Peru, upon which the cable- 
gram was based, emphasized that the 
opposing nations give primary impor- 
tance to cessation of hostilities, differ- 
ing only on the conditions.

“He said Bern and Miss Harlow 
were hugging and kissing all the time 
and Bern was talking of committing 
suicide, when really they didn't do 
much hugging and kissing, and Bern 
never did say anything about commit- 
ting suicide.’ 

Another part of the record disclosed 
Harold Garrison, Bern’s negro chauf- 
feur, had been asked: 

“Did you ever see Miss Harlow out 
with anyone but Mr. Bern? Also did 
you hear about the time Mr. Bern 
found his wife in the hotel here? 

“No, sir,” Garrison was recorded as 
answering. 

Still another record showed testi- 
mony by Miss Irene Harrison, Bern’s 
private secretary, saying: 

“Jean bombarded him with letters 
(before their marriage), most of them 
with reports of her success. The cor- 
respondence was mostly on her side. 
After Jean’s return (this was not fur- 
ther explained), their friendship de- 
veloped into something more intimate. 

“By intimate I do not mean the 
use of the word as meant in Holly- 
wood.” 

Moody at Reception. 

When asked about the Harlow-Bern 
wedding and reception, the record 
showed Miss Harrison said: 

“Mr. Bern didn’t look particularly 
happy at the reception.”

The selection of Etienne Flandin 
for the task of forming a new 
French cabinet offers little assur- 
ance of an early solution of the. in- 
ternal problems from which France 
has been suffering during the last 
several years. 

Flandin has served as minister of 
public works in the Doumergue cab- 
inet and has been prominent in pub- 
lic life for many years, but he has 
never evidenced the strength nor 
determination necessary im the 
leader who will be able to put an 
end to the governmental turmoil, 
brought about by the intense polit- 
ical partisanship and the public un- 
rest, from which France is now 
suffering. 

Previous to the decision of Presi- 
dent LeBrun to offer the premier- 
ship to Flandin upon the resigna- 


tion of Doumergue, Pierre Laval 


and Eduard Herriot, both members. 


of the present cabinet and former 
premiers, had declined to accept the 
appointment. 

It is hoped that the new cabinet 
will be composed largely of the 
members of the Doumergue group, 
but the situation is complicated by 
the fact that these statesmen are at 
daggers’ points with each other, as 
indicated by the announcement of 
Marshal Petain, minister of war, and 
General Denain, minister of air, 
that they would not serve under 
Herriot if he were chosen.

In electing John M. Cooper, of 
Atlanta, as head of a new organi- 
zation to forward the project, the 
delegates made an ideal choice. No 
man in Georgia is more familiar 
with the need for such a develop- 
ment, nor the benefits that will ac- 
crue not only to Atlanta and Co- 
lumbus but to the entire northern 
section of the state. He has been 
one of the most earnest proponents 
of the plan to turn the Chatta- 
hoochee into a navigable stream and 
thus secure for the section affected 
the water rates so vitally necessary 
to the continued development of 
the area as an indutrial center. 


Both Congressmen Ramspeck and 
Castellow gave hearty approval to 
the project, and each expressed con- 
fidence in its feasibility. Further 
commendation is given in the 
speech delivered by Brigadier Gen- 
eral Estes, commandant of Fort 
Benning, who points out the advan- 
tage to the government in being 
able to ship at freight rates the 
approximately 100,000 pounds of 
supplies now being annually used by 
the post. 

The improvements proposed to 
be carried out by the government 
include, in addition to the work on 
the Chattahoochee, the development 
of the entire river basin and its 
tributaries. In importance it would

NO COMMENT WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—President Roosevelt

That explanation is authentic, as far as it goes, but it does not 
explain all. 

Just between you and the gate post, the president was a little 
perturbed by the extent of the sweep and the added rsponsibility it 
put on him. Apparently, he thought he could respond better in 
actions than in words. 


ACTION Feelers and hints have been dropped from time to time 

lately as to what one phase of the “action would be.” 
For some weeks now government experts have been at work secret- 
ly on plans for. getting out of last winter’s dole system into work 
relief. 

One government official met only last week in private with a 
group of bankers and industrialists in New York. He told them the 
administration was determined to put all the unemployed to work 
this winter and cost would not be permitted to stand in the way. 
They offered no strong objections. , 

The president himself has hinted as much to recent callers. They 
have an impression that he will go easy on the money end of the 
program, probably mentioning no specific amount. That is he- 
cause the immediate cost of work relief is greater than the dole, 
The waste seepage is greater. But the work is constructive and has 
a value for the future, even if it goes no further than giving each 
hungry man an acre, a mule and a plow.

Apparently it believes some one (Mr. Roosevelt or congress) may 
order the arrangements canceled before March 15.

However, work- 
men or artists in so many other lines 
are beset with similar competition 
that the dress model can hardly be 
said to constitute a special case. 

Speaking for his own profession or 
trade or whatever they finally decided 
to call journalism, if they ever did 
make 4 their minds, your correspond- 
ent will say that the intrusion of the 
non-professional is an old story. In 
this connection it will be wnderstood, 
of course, that the term non-profes- 
sional does not mean amateur. The 
amateur is one who does something 
The professinal is

know how. 

In journalism the non-professionals 
are drawn largely from the baseball 
and intercollegiate football industries 
in their respective seasons. At various

In addition, they considered the 
possibility of further authorizations 
for the. RFC, and numerous other 
agencies under the New Deal.

THE GOLDFINCH RETURNS. 

Last spring, when the streets and 
‘parkways and fields were filled with 
flocks of goldfinches on the way 
north, I wrote one or two items about 
them, calling attention to their yel- 
low and black uniforms and the more 
retiring dress of the female bird. Now 
they are coming southward again, 
but not as many people will recognize 
them as did last spring. 

The male has put on a really dull 
coat. He is definitely brown over the 
back and about the back of the head. 
His underside is ashy gray with a 
flush of gold. His wings are still the 
prominent black appendages of the 
spring, with tracings and bars of 
white. It is on the shoulder patch 
that the male goldfinch retains his 
one flash of yellow; just a hint to 
let you know that he is looking for- 
ward to the yellow cloak again come 
March. 

I was reading the other day a list 
of the local names of the goldfinch. 
Some of them are utterly incompre- 
hensible. Take salad-bird, for instance. 
Or catnip bird, yellowbird, wild eca- 
nary, thistle bird, and even shiner 


I can understand. But lettuce-bird 
or beet-bird? No. Understand, I 


am- quoting these names. I never 
heard of the bird called anything but 
goldfinch or wild canary. 

Louis Agassiz Fuertes, whose ag- 
cidental death halted the career of a 
great .animal artist, has painted a 
picture showing the American gold- 
finch and the European goldfinch 
side by side. It must be admitted 
that the American bird has more 
flash and brilliance, while the Euro- 
pean species has more varied colors. 
The face of the European goldfinch, 
for example, is red, bordered toward 
the back with a white blaze, which in 
turn is @dged by a black line. The 
wing of the European bird bears a 
broad stripe of yellow. His body color 
is approximately that of the back of 
the male American goldfinch in win- 
ter. Somewhat darker, withal. 

The female of the American bird 
in winter takes on a bit warmer color 
than that of her summer gown. A 
suffusion of red appears from some- 
where to make the bird appear to be 
wrapped in heather-colored tweeds. 
Or isn’t it heather? 

To go to a museum cabinet and 
examine the goldfinches in their cycle 
of plumage is a joy, but I am inclined 
to believe that pleasure comes second

Once more we come near Armi- 
stice Day. This year it falls on 
Sunday, but in many places it will 
be celebrated on Monday. 

Sixteen years ago, the people of 
the earth learned that a halt had 
been called to what was probably 
the greatest madness in all history. 
Four years of the horror of the World 
War came to an end—or at least it 
seemed that the end had come. 

It is hard for anyone who did not 
take part in the first Armistice cele- 
bration to gain an idea of that mighty 
throb in the heart of humanity. Sol- 
diers in the trenches. who had feared 
that they or their friends might be 
the next to die, were filled with a 
great relief—now theg could go back 
home and see their loved ones again. 

The people “back home’’—the par- 
ents, wives, children and friends of 
the soldiers—were no less joyful. 
They gathered in crowds, they shout- 
ed, they laughed and they cheered. 
It is not likely that there will ever 
| be, during the lifetime,of any of us, 
of human 


emotion. 

I hope there will never again be 
such a reason for that kind of joy. 
Wé who live in the twentieth cen- 
tury. we who have done such fine 
things in «cience and _ invention, 
| should not allow another World War 
to blast away so much of what we 
hold dear.

The Atmistice spelled the end of 
the flying of bullets and eannon 
balls. the use of poison gas, and the 
blowing up of factories, homes and 


other buildings with bombs dropped 
from airplanes and zeppelins; but it 
could not end all of the sorrow and 
suffering. 

There were millions of homes to 
which the father could never return. 
There were millions of mothers who 
could never hope to speak to their 
sons again. There were millions of 
wounded soldiers who would never be 
completely well—they were crippled, 
blinded. or otherwise injured for life. 

Then there was the hunger. which 
was worst In Germany. Austria, Rus- 
sia and the “Near Fast.” When 
visited Germany in 1923, the hunger 
had not altogether left the land. A 
little girl in Mnnich, about 12 years 
of age, gave me a picture of herself. 
She explained that it had been taken 
several years before, when she had 
not become thin through hunger.

‘Depression Forces. 


PARIS, Nov. 9.—#)—Pierre- 
Etienne Flandin, newest “truce” pre- 
mier, promised the nation tonight to 
fight the ‘depression as aged Gaston 
Doumergue went back into the retire- 
ment from which he was called to res- 
cue France from civil war. 

Flandin’s program, with which he 
hoped to win the backing of France's 
watching millions, included these im- 
portant points: 

1. Continuation of the policy of 
political truce inaugurated when Feb- 
ruary's bloody Stavisky riots scared 
politicians into agreement. 

2. A fight against poverty and un- 
employment. 

4. Economy In government. 

4. Rapid adoption of *the 1933 
budget. 

5. Strengthening of the authority 
of the state. 

His program, in general, resembled 
Doumergue’s. There was, however, 
one important difference. 

Doumergue gave constitutional re- 
vision prominent place. He insisted 
that his plan, which would have 
stripped the senate of power to dis- 
solve the chamber and given it to the 
president and § premier, should be 
voted before the budget. On this rock 
his ship of state wrecked, for 
powerful radical socialists, headed by 
Vice Premier Edonard Herriot, re- 
fused to support him. 

Flandin’s program relegates consti- 
tutional revision to secondary place, 
with the result that his government is 
assured of an adequate majority when 
P. faces the chamber of deputies Tues- 
day. 

Flocking to his support were the 
radical socialists, who got eight port- 
folio’s in the government as against 
six they held under Doumergue; the 
republican federation; the popular 
democrats; the social republicans: 
the republicans of the left and the 
radical left. 

In the senate, as well, the majority 
of political factions have adopted res- 
olntions favorable to the new govern- 
ment.

MOBILE, Ala., Nov. 9.—(P)—An 
explosion beneath the bridge of the 
coastwise tanker, Caliche, today set 
fire to the vessel and caused the prob- 
able death of one seaman and in- 
juries to 11 others.

“Different” Air Picture 
Is Presented at Fox 


At the Fox is a different sort of 
air picture. That much we can re- 
port without fear of reasonable con- 
tradiction. Whether “Hell in the 
Heavens” is an improvement or other- 
wise in rélation to its predecessors in 
the same field must remain largely a 
matter of personal reaction. 

This story is not concerned so much 
with the birdmen’s battles with the 
enemy in the air as with their perhaps 
more terrible struggle with blue funk 
between flights. An effort is made 
to show how really brave men, as weil 
as imaginative weaklings, crack under 
the constant strain. This is a slant 
that hasn't been extensively dwelt 
upon in previous air films and is a 
sound theme.

The advanced player is justified 
in making gambling bids and gam- 
bling plays which the beginner should 


not attempt. The fact that an expert 
successfully creates a swing in his 
favor by an unusual and daring bid 
does not mean that a less experi- 
enced player should attempt the same 
trick.- On today’s hand, for instance, 
the South player first bid a singleton 
suit and then jumped to two notrump 
on a very weak hand. He did this 
originally in an attempt to shut out 
the opponents from reaching a game 
which he thought they -had; however, 
when the subsequent bidding showed 
South that it was more probable that 
the game was North-South’s than

Reader, is there a snarler in your 
neighborhood? If so, stick a pin in 
him. It will be good for your soul. 
You will never succumb to the tempta- 


tion to snarl at anything or anybody 
after you have analyzed him. He is 
first of all oppressed with the sense 
of his own inferiority. He is envious 
of others who have traits of charac- 
ter that he admires, envious of others 
who have attained success that he has 
coveted and missed.’ He is of all men 
most wretched and he tries to dissi- 
pate his gloom, to vent his spleen, by 
holding others up to ridicule and by 
abusing his betters.

He snarls at the church, at the 
state, at society, at organizations 
and individuals. He never takes any 
steps to correct the abuses he re- 
sents and excoriates. This is not 
his responsibility. His sole duty is 
to establish his superiority in the 
minds of others by recognizing and 
branding mistakes. The church is 
full of hypocrites, therefore he stays 
out. In this he does the church a 
favor. His city is graft-ridden, so 
he doesn’t bother to vate. Society is 
ruled by the new-rich and he, being 
poor, despises them. National pol- 
itics is corrupt, and the men who 
run the affairs of state are branded 
as a conscienceless lot. All are 
— with the hot iron of his crit- 
cism. 


His neighbors are too lenient with 
their children and although they turn 
out better than his it is no tribute to 
their rearing but rather due to acci- 
dent. He doesn’t understand how a 
friend can afford *the new car when 
he is having a hard time making ends 
meet on a larger salary. The man 
who gets on faster than he does in 
the world is crooked and takes unfair 
advantage of his business associates, 
If someone remarks on the popularity 
of a certain man he replies: “Anybody 
can be popular who is willing to pay 
the price, to pull the wires and put up 
with being bored by Tom, Dick and 
Harry.” 


On first acquaintance one may be 
taken in by his apparent cleverness

stinging rebukes, his repeated jabs, 
his uncompromising criticisms 
everything and everybody one comes 
to conclude that he is not half as 
good as those he criticizes. 

There is just one thing that keeps 
the snarler from being a menace to 
his community. As soon as he is 
found out (and he always is) he 
loses any influence he once had. 
Nobody asks his opinion because it 
is a foregone conclusion that it will 
be an adverse one. When he gives it 
nobody values it because it is al- 
ways ungenerous and destructive. 


But there is one field in which he 
exercises influence—that place is his 
home. To his children he is an oracle. 
They grow up in an atmosphere that 
warps their viewpoint and unfits them 
for life. They grow up with prejudices 
against individuals and _ institutions 
which they may never overcome. They 
grow up with the idea that it is right 
and proper for them to lash out at 
anything or anybody that doesn't suit 
them. They haven’t the power to dis- 


cern that the snarling parent snarls

They 


because of his own faults, 
cause of the faults of others. 
haven’t the good sense to know that 
the snarling is evidence of weakness 
rather than of strength. They adopt 


their father’s attitude as they took 
their mother’s milk because it is offer- 
ed regularly and consistently by the 
one to whom they look. 


Perhaps you have seen and heard 
sound pictures taken in the African 
jungles, pictures of young lions 
and tigers growling and snarling at 
the clicking cameras. Title writers 
make witty titles about the vicious 
sounds that escape from _ soft 
throats, about the menacing atti- 
tudes of soft paws. Papa lions and 
tigers have taught their young to 
growl and snar! at what they do not 
like. Later when they have tough- 
ened those paws and strengthened 
those mouths with the experience of 
the jungle their throats will no long- 
er be a laughing matter nor a sub- 
ject for wit and jest. They are then 
out for blood.

Regents To File Suit 
Against Football Tax 


Suit will be opened by the board of 
regents of the University of Georgia 
against W. E. Page, colleetor of ie 
ternal revenue, next. Wednesday to 
prevent Page from collecting tax on 
admission to the university’s athletic 
contests. 

Counsel for the school is seeking 
exemption from taxation as a governe 
ment institution under the act of con- 
gress of June 14, 1934, and is charg- 
ing the attempted collection as a vio- 
lation of the tenth amendment to the 
constitution. 

Judge M. J. Yeomans, Georgia at- 
torney-general, and Harold Hirsch 
and Marion Smith, chairman of the 
board of regents, will act as counsel 
for the university. 

The congressional act under which 
the regents are suing was enacted dur- 
ing the last session of congress after

| The fans stormed up and down the sideline and waved 
pennants. The players wore quilted pants and their hair was 
ivery, very long. | 
| All of which gives one an idea of just how long ago 
| this football rivalry between Georgia Tech and Auburn 

got started. 

Auburn won that football game by more than 20 points. 
It was quite a day, back in 1892. 

Today’s game is the 39th between the two teams. A lot of 
water has skidded under the bridges since 1892 and goodness 
knows how many pigs have sacrificed their skin for the game.

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—(#)—Inter- 
sectional gridiron rivalries, including 
a number now showing signs of mel- 
lowing in a modern age, dominate 
tomorrow's intercollegiate football 
whirl on the coast-to-coast hook-up. 


Except for a few such outstanding 
contests of championship sectional im- 
portance as Rice-Arkansas in the 
southwest and Stanford-Washington 
on the Pacific coast, much of the 
day’s most interesting activity serves 
to emphasize the new slogan: “Join 
the College Football Parade and See 
America First.” 

No longer do the one-time “Rockne 
Ramblers’ of Notre Dame set the 
touring pace. Whereas the fighting 
Irish, who have had some of the 
“fight” taken out of them in recent 
‘seasons, travel no farther than Cleve- 
land this week to meet Navy’s un- 
defeated eleven on neutral ground, 
southern teams have combined to set 
the dizziest intersectional pace of the 
1934 season. 

Two of Dixie’s colorful and  un- 
beaten arrays, Tulane and Louisiana 
State, have moved into the northeast- 
ern seaboard sector, together with 
Georgia’s Bulldogs and South Caro- 
lina’s Gamecocks, to tackle formida- 
ble opposition. The east flings’ the 
Pittsburgh Powerhouse against Ne- 
braska in addition to pinning hopes 
on the Navy against Notre Dame and 
entertaining unbeaten Michigan State 
with the equally unbeaten Orange 
forces of Syracuse. 

FEW BIG GAMES. 


Tomorrow’s slate, for all its enter- 
taining prospects, is conspicuously 
devoid of severe tests for some of 
the nation’s most powerful football 
squads, including Minnesota, Ala- 
bama and Princeton, all unbeaten 
and untied. The Minnesota Maulers, 
unless they suffer a severe letdown, 
should flatten Indiana as promptly 
as they have all other Big Ten op- 
position. Alabama goes out of its 
own conference fold to entertain 
Clemson with a demonstration of the 
power of Dixie Howell & Company. 


Princeton, with eyes on the Yale 
game next week, expects to give all 
three of its varsity lineups a work- 
out against Lehigh. 


Stanford and Rice figure to 
strengthen their national as well as 
conference claims to leadership to- 
morrow. The unbeaten Washington 
Huskies challenge Stanford’s march, 
in a battle for Pacific coast honors 
at Palo Alto, but the Indians should 
emerge victorious from their most 
severe conference test. Similarly Rice 
has a distinct edge over Arkansas, 
last year’s claimant to the Southwest 
conference title. 

On the basis of comparative scores, 
Louisiana State’s Tigers do not need 
the Huey Long cheering section to 
take the measure of the strong George 
Washington team at the nation’s capi- 
tal, but Tulane’s Green Wave may be 
turned.back by Colgate’s baffling bar- 
rier. This match figures to be one of 
the closest and most exciting’ of the 
day, with Tulane’s heavier array and 
the skill of Monk Simons pitted 
against one of the trickiest attacks in 
the east, but Colgate looks to have a 
thin edge. Upwards of 40,000 should 
view this gridiron show at the Yankee 
Stadium. 

YALE FAVORED. 

Yale appears much better fortified 
to turn back Georgia in the latest re- 
newal of a colorful rivalry begun in 


the embarrassment of’ losing five suc- 
cessive games to any one rival for the 
first time in Yale history, but the 
southern Bulldogs have a faculty for 
rising to the occasion in the big bowl 
at New Haven. 


Navy should make it two in a row 
over Notre Dame and seven straight 
for the current season by whipping 
Notre Dame, but this happens to be 
another of those games where a 
‘triumph for the underdog would be

CHICAGO, Nov. 9.—(#)—Influ- 
enced by correct belief the government 
crop report would prove bullish and 
by forecasts of unwelcome rain in Ar- 
gentina, grain values scored moderate 
advances today. 

Traders tonight construed the gov- 
ernment report as bullish because the 
official estimate of 1934 corn produc- 
tion was only 11,000,000 bushels less 
than sensational recent private figures 
indicating severe shortage. Rains in 
Argentina, experts said, would do 
much to augment danger of rust dam- 


age to wheat. 

Wheat closed firm 3-8 to 7-8 above 
yesterday’s finish, May 99 1-8 to 
99 1-4, corn 5-8 to 1 cent up, May 
81 to 81 1-8; oats at 1-8 decline to 1-2 
advance, and provisions unchanged to 
a rise of 22 cents. 

Adding impetus at times to an up- 
ward trend of the wheat market was 
relative strength of wheat quotations 
at Liverpool. 

Corn and oats borrowed strength 
not only from anticipation of the gov- 
ernment estimates of corn yields but 
also from proposed extensive pur- 
chases of corn for relief purposes 
northwest. Provisions advanced, re- 
sponsive mainly to hog market up- 
turns,

To Improve in Last Quarter 


By G. A, PHILLIPS. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—(#)—After 
the paralyzing. strike that reduced 
operations to the lowest levels of the 
year during the third quarter, the tex- 
tile industry now ‘finds itself in a 
strong statistical position and enters 
the final three-months of the year 
with an improved outlook. 

Wholesale demand in practically all 
divisions of the industry have shown 
definite betterment in recent weeks, 
and from present indications Worth 
Street brokerage quarters expect fairly 
active primary buying throughout the 
next 6 to 9 months. Production, ac- 
cordingly, has been slightly stimulated. 

Partly because of the rebound from 
the extremely low rate of operations in 
September, Standard Statistics Com- 
pany estimates that aggregate textile 
activity for the final quarter will show 
a gain of close to 20 per cent from the 
preceding. quarter, while the decline 
from the comparable 1933 period will 
be narrowed to less than 5 per cent 
for the full 12 months, however, a re- 
duction of about 18 per cent is expect- 
ed to be shown. 

The rayon division of the industry 
regained its equilibrium ahead of all 
other branches after the September 
strike. Sales of yarn to knitters held 
steady during October, while an in- 
crease in total deliveries was said to 
be due to larger yarn takings by rayon 
weavers, 


In the wool division, prices were 


steady throughout October and bro- 
kers believe the prospects to be bright 
for the remainder of the year, although 
Standard Statistics Company estimates 
that for the full year this division will 
show a loss, as against some net profit 
for other branches. 

More than a month has elapsed since 
the general strike in the industry end- 
ed but there still persists some labor 
trouble in various sections of the south 
and east, with charges of discrimina- 


tion made by workers against the man-| ae _, Share 


ufacturers being investigated by the 
newly formed textile labor relations 
board, a continuation of some unrest 
is looked for in textile circles during 
the next few months, but observers 
say there is definite evidence that it 
will not reach sufficient proportions 
again to result in a general strike. 

Maunfacturers were forced to ab- 
sorb considerable expense during the 
September strike, and previous to that 
had been paying substantially higher 
prices for raw materials. Afl during 
the period, it was pointed out, they 
were unable to raise prices of finished 
products because of the large stocks 
on hand in wholesale and retail out- 
lets and keen competition within the 
industry itself. 

Third quarter earnings were said to 
be particularly distressing in most 
cases, but the improved outlook for 
the rest of the year holds hope of over- 
shadowing to some extent this unhappy 
period within the industry. 


| Bank Clearings 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—The slight 
improvement in bank clearings reflects 
somewhat larger November settle- 
ments. The total for the 22 leading 
cities in the United States for the 
week ended Wednesday, November 7, 
as reported by Dun & Bradstreet, Inc., 
was $4,138,643,000, against $4,221,- 
172,000 for the same week of last 
year, a loss of 2.0 per cent. This 
contrasts with a decrease of 2.9 per 
cent in the previous week. At New 
York city, clearings the past week 
were $2,666,452,000, a reduction of 
10.4 per cent, while the aggregate for 
centers outside of New York of 
$1,472,191,000 was 8.7 per cent higher. 

The week, both this year and last, 
covered only five business days and 
clearings for the past week were 


$286,067,000 below those for the six 
days of the week preceding, wigile the 
total for the same two weeks a year 
ago showed a reduction of $337,245,- 


000. The latest week this year in- 
cluded the heavier monthly settlements 
for the first three dalys of November, 
whereas last year only two days were 
covered. ; 

The loss at New York city is quite 
as large as that here-to-fore shown. In 
addition, clearings were smaller at 
Chicago and again substantially lower 
at Minneapolis and Dallas. On the 
other hand, Boston reported a large 


gain, and clearings were quite a little 
higher at Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
Cleveland, Detroit, Cincinnati, St. 
Louis, Kansas City, Omaha, Baltimore, 
Atlanta, Richmond, New Orleans and 
Louisville.

This year’s. corn crop was placed to- 
day at 1,371,527,000 bushels in the 
department of agriculture’s Novem- 
ber preliminary production report. 

A month ago 1,417,000,000 bushels 
were indicated. Production last year 
was 2,344,000,000 bushels.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Nov. 9. 
(®)—David E. Lilienthal, power di- 
rector of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, said in an address here to- 
night that “if the coal industry re- 
jects the efforts of the government 
to aid that industry in its problems, 
publie opinion is bound to turn upon 
that industry and hasten its dissolu- 


tion.” 

“The public,” he said, “will watch 
to see if the ont ma follows busi- 
nessmen who admit they are defeat- 
ed, or if it follows those who square 
their shoulders and tackle their jobs, 
as the railroad men have, with ‘the 
fighting qualities and freshness of 
mind which the industry’s problems 
demand.” 

Previously he had_ referred to 
TVA’s offer to appropriate $100,- 
000 for a research program to aid 
the coal industry in developing new 
markets for coal and said the indus- 
try’s response was the issuance of “a 
pamphlet attacking the federal gov- 
ernment, the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority and the program of the presi- 
ent.”
